rationale for the restriction requirement set forth on pages 2-5 
of the Office Action. However, this criteria applies to regular 
United States applications, i.e. applications filed under 35 USC 
111, and does not apply to the present application. 

The present application is a United States national phase of 
an international application filed under 35 USC 371.
